. LONDON, Jan. 23.—British and Ger- 
man light naval forces fought two/ 
sharp battles in the North sea early 
this morning, in the course of which 
at least one German and one British 
destroyer were sunk and several other 
German vessels badly damaged. 

The main engagement began about 
2 o’clock in the morning and lasted 
until about 7. It was fought in intense 
darkness while the severity of the cold 
can be judged from the fact that eight 
corpses on the V-69, the German flag- 
ship, were so frozen to the deck when 
the boat arrived at Ymuiden that they. 
had to be hewn free with axes. 

The British casualties are officially 
estimated at three officers and forty- 
four men. Rarer ee ee See 


teen. torpedo boat destroyers, one of | 
which, the V-69, was towed into Ymui- 
den badly damaged, with twenty dead; 
aboard, including the mera ciel and 
two other officers. 

GERMANS LOSE guvex SHIPS? 

Hague advices say that two German 
warships were sunk and three others 
seriously damaged. A Reuter dispatch | — 
from Ymuiden states that “it would 
appear frqm the statements of the 
crew of the V-69 that seven German 
ships were sunk.” 

The British admiralty’s statement 
alone mentions two separate engage- 
ments, with the loss of a British de. 
stroyer in the second encounter, which 
took place near the Schouwen. bank. 


DASH FROM ICE TRAP. 

The German flotilla, which attempt- 
ed to leave Zeebrugge to avoid the 
ice, was taken by surprise, according 
to Reuter reports from Ymuiden. The 
action opened at short range and 
early in the fight the bridge of the 
German destroyer V-68 was swept away 
by a direct hit, the commander having 
both his legs shot off and two other 
‘| officers being killed outright. 

The V-60 then fired its first torpedo, 
according to the report, but before an- 
other could be launched a second Brit- 
ish shell had carried away the funnel 
and another had put a hole in the fore 
part of the vessel. 

The losses on the V-69 could not be 
ascertained, the German officers re-

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ING GEORGE has signalized the 
new year by the bestowal of the 
Order of the Star of India upon 
the Maharajah Jam Saheb of Jam- 
_ mMagar, popularly known in crick- 
eting circles, and in the sporting world 
generally, by his former name of Ranji. 
This is in récognition of his loyalty to 
the British crown, by placing at its 
disposal a fully equipped force of 1,000 
infantry, of two squadrons of lancers, 
of 200 additional horses, and of 15 
motors. 

The maharajah was educated in Ene- 
land, and while a student at the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge {where hia Orient- 
al names and titles were corrupted into 
“Rum, Gin and Whiskey,”’ by which he 
was popularly known there] was de- 
prived of his status as heir apparent by 
the late Maharajah of Jamnagar. This 
cut short his large allowance, and he 
obtained a modest competence by writ- 
ing on sport and by «iving lessons on 
Indian history, on Hindu, and on Sans- 
crit at Cambridge. 

He was in great demand, hewever, as 
a cricketer, and won the position of 
amateur champion of Great Britain's na- 
tional game.

the morning, for the sake of a wager, 
without sustaining — injury. 


Afterwards he waa transferred to the 
embassy in London, where he married 
the daughter of the late Sir John Blun- 
dell Maple of the Maple retail furniture 
emporium in the Tottenham Court road. 

Sir John hated his son-in-law, and in 
his will tied up his fortune In such a 
manner that the baron could not ob- 
tain a penny, save with the consent of 
his wife, while her father Nkewilse tn- 
sisted that she should spend nine months 
of every year in England under the pen- 
alty of the forfeiture of her entire tn- 
come. He made this provision in the 
knowledge that as long as she lived in 
England she remained under the pro- 
tection of British laws. 

An attempt by the baron to upset the, 
will was defeated, and thereupon he 
had recourse to all sorts of ingenious 
schemes to Induce his wife to cive him 
ntoney, Including pretended attempts at 
suicide. 

. Ultimately his long sufferine wife was 
compelled to sue him, first of all for a 
judicial separation, and then for a di- 
vorce, the proceedings going to show that 
after her father’s death she had been 


obliged to give up some §2,000,000 in 


order to snve the baron from dishonor. 
The testimony. was such that the 
baron’s chief, Count Paul Wolff-Metter- 
nich, then German ambassador in Lon- 
don, insisted that the baron’s connec- 
tion with his mission should be severed.

Since then the baroness has married 
an officer of the English army, namely, 
Col. Archibald Weigel of the Northamp- 
tonshire regiment, grandson of the 
eleventh Earl of Westmoreland.
